ern Burma. To understand this 
you must understand the nature 
of the terrain. The country is 
essentially mountains and jungles; 
shading off to a semiarid country 
in Central Burma around Man- 
dalay. In the mountainous and 
ingle country there is extremely 
rainfall four months of the 
Vea! The remainder of the year 
is mostly dry with very fair 
“ sather and very fine for flying. 
For successful ground operations, 
good land communications 
necessary, and in Burma-—from 
an Allied point of view—-this is 
very difficult to attain. Roads are 
very few and are very vulnerable 
to attack by the enemy. 


Jungle Travel Difficult. 

Movement along jungle trails is 
very difficult for large bodies of 
men. The Japanese, who are not- 
ed for their ability to exist on very 
little and who have 
itv and willingness to fight at the 
end of very long lines of communi- 
cation, have an advantage in this 
type of warfare. 

This advantage has been shown 
in their ability to hold Burma 
since their invasion in 1942. 

The northern part of Burma is 
roughly a triangle, the apex be- 
ing in the Mitkyna area where the 
Japanese are being very severely 
pushed by Gen. Stilwell. The 
eastern side of the triangle is the 
area along the Salween River, and 
on this front the Japanese are op- 
posed by the Chinese who at this 
time are merely holding positions 
in very high and very mountain- 
ous country. 

The western side of the triangle 
is roughly the line made by the 
Chindwin River, and behind this 
are high mountains and the Im- 
phal plain where the British are 
being hard pressed at this time 
by the Japanese who have come 
many miles through the jungle to 
attack this important British de- 
fense post.

Wants State Se hool nail Elected 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Education Committee of the Con- 
stitutional Convention has reported in 
favor: of a bi-partisan State Board of 
Education with the membership to be 
made up of eight appointees by the 
Governor, and with the term of office 
to be eight years after the initial ap- 
pointments are made. This board 
would appoint a State Superintendent 
of Schools. . 

The Education Committee evidently 
followed the dictation of the Special 
Committee on Constitutional Revision 
of the State Teachers’ Association, as 
did the House of Delegates of this as- 
sociation at its annual meeting last 
November. 

I have said before and I say again 
that the membership of this . special 
committee is completely under the 
thumb of an educational oligarchy 
which seeks to dictate the policies of 
public education in Missouri and which 
seeks to climb into the driver’s seat of 
public schoo] direction in Missouri. 

In this day, any proposal which takes 
away from the people the time-honored 
methods of electing high officials by 
popular vote should be carefully scru- 
tinized and analyzed, 

A recent article by former Dean Leo 
R. Kennedy, School of Education, St. 
Louis University, relative to a proposal 
for an appointive Board of Education 
for St. Louis, states my case exactly in 
regard to an appointive State board 
and State school head. Dr. Kennedy 
holds that the St. Louis School Board 
is primarily a legislative body, and I 
think the same holds true for the pro- 
posed State School Board. 

I am well aware that, due to the cur- 
rent fashion for appointive systems and 
due to current misguided thinking 
among professors of political sciénce 
and short-ballot shouters, no system for 
electing a State Board of Education will 
be formulated. Therefore, I recommend 
to thinking people that the election of 
our State school head should be re- 
tained. I suggest election on a non- 
partisan basis, such as is now used by 
six progressive Western states. 

I have been doing a bit of research- 
ing lately—and it has been indeed in- 
teresting. Thirty-four states use the 
elective system for choosing a state 
school head; 28 elect as Missouri does. 
Six states elect using a non-partisan plan 
—California, North Dakota, Oregon, 
South Dakota, Washington and Wisccn- 
sin. Fourteen states use an appointive 
pian of some form or another. 

Missouri should look to the systems 
of the six Western states which have 
adopted the non-partisan election form, 
if a change must be made to satisfy 
those who can be satisfied only by 
changing something. Some day we may 
- learn that a change in itself is not nec- 
essarily a progressive step—it may be 
definitely reactionary.

A Quack Remedy 


There are numerous advocates of racial and 
religious intolerance in America, and some of 
them use the mails to spread their noxious doc- 
trines. It is a natural reaction that there should 
be a cry of “Bar them from the mails!” and an 
effort to provide penalties for persons who cir- 
culate such appeals to hatred. A bill with these 
provisions is now pending in Congress, but the 
remedies it offers are not so logical as they may 
appear at first glance. 

The bill, introduced by Representative Walter 
A. Lynch of New York, gives the Postoffice 
Department authority to bar such matter from 
the mails. This is a sweeping grant of power, 
a new form of censorship. It may be subject to 
flagrant abuse. 

The difficulty would be in drawing the line 
between “false or defamatory” matter and legiti- 
mate discussion. Race and religion are often 
highly controversial subjects. Any expressions 
about them might seem to some persons to be 
false or defamatory. For that matter, literature 
directed against preachments of hatred might, if 
vigorously worded, also be considered false or 
defamatory. The measure would thus defeat 
the very purpose for which it is proposed. 

The American Civil Liberties Union, which 
opposes the Lynch bill, offers some examples. 
The Negro press sometimes attacks prejudice on 
the part of whites with phrases that might come 
under the law, yet an action against a Negro 
paper on this ground would react to uphold 
anti-Negro prejudice. Similarly, Jewish papers, 
and non-sectarian publications as well, attack 
anti-Semites. Some journals attack religious 
groups that enter politics. Our enemies, the Ger- 
mans and Japs, are sometimes assailed on racial 
grounds. This may be unwise, but jailing writ- 
ers who engage in it would be preposterous. | 

Better than providing such penalties for apos- 
tles of intolerance, and perhaps driving them 
underground to do far more harm, would be a 
frontal attack on this evil. The bigots’ charges 
can be readily answered, and properly docu- 
mented refutations would have great value. 
Cases of individual libel on racial and religious 
grounds can be prosecuted. oducation, 
racial co-operation, good-will groups, literature 
upholding tolerance and democracy—all these 
would be far more effective than an attempt 
at suppression.

“quack remedy” for an evil that requires careful 
and intelligent treatment.

Marshal Badoglio’s reorganization of his gov- 
ernment has given new and progressive leader- 
ship a voice of some authority. It is still no 
major victory for Italy’s anti-Fascist parties. 
Badoglio remains not only as Premier, but as 
Foreign Minister. The Army, Navy, Air and 
Finance Ministries are still under his control 
and, outwardly at least, the status of the King 
is unaffected. 

However, all the important domestic ministries 
with the exception of Finance have been given 
to the six anti-Fascist parties which were rep- 
resented at the Bari conference and demanded 
the King’s abdication. Most strategic are those 
of Agriculture and the Interior.

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A Move to Weaken Stabilization 


The special House committee investigating 
executive agencies, headed by Representative 
Howard Smith (Dem.) of Virginia, has turned 
in several reports in which bias predominated 
strongly over constructive value, and the changes 
it proposed yesterday in the stabilization program 
are of the same variety. Every step it proposes 
would mean a weakening of WLB and OPA: 
therefore a weakening of the price-control and 
wage-control machinery which is the nation’s 
main reliance against disastrous inflation. 

As is true of other amendments to the Price 
Control Act already pending in Congress, there is 
a surface plausibility about these proposals. 
Each, however, would mean a curtailing of the 
agency’s power, or an unnecessary restraint upon 
its activities, or an increase in red tape. The 
result of lobbying by pressure groups can be 
seen in the recommendations, particularly in that 
for relaxation of rent controls, which have been 
the most effective of all OPA activities. 

Representative Wright Patman of Texas 
warned the other day that if all the pending 
amendments, or a substantial number of them, 
were adopted, “we would have no price control 
or stabilization in this country.” Congress can 
do its part in holding the line against inflation 
by seeing to it that the stabilization agencies 
are not weakened.

The Dying Luftwaffe 


The Anglo-American joint statement on the 
crippling of the Luftwaffe is an epic of the war. 
It discloses that in skill and daring of plan, and 
in determined courage of execution, the Allies 
have been able to meet the best the herrenvolk 
could bring forward, and to go it one better. 

The destruction which the statement describes 
had earlier been declared to amount, in the past 
six months, to 3500 Nazi fighters shot out of the 
skies and 5000 prevented from ever growing to 
completion on assembly lines. 

Hand-in-hand with the war in the air, the war 
in the chancelleries is proceeding with equal de- 
termination to the same end. The ball bearings 
which our diplomats are calling on Sweden to 
cease supplying to the Reich may, in the final 
outcome, have a crucial influence. 

Our bombers, at heavy cost, have bombed and 
re-bombed Schweinfurt, where half of all the 
Luftwaffe’s ball bearings were manufactured, and 
Steyr, Austria, another center of the industry. 

Earlier this month, Lt. Gen. Eaker gave 
emphasis to this particular component of air- 
planes by singling it out for a statement that 
the extent of the drop in German production 
was encouraging. 


A Swedish plant whose output is cut off from. 


the Germans is the same as a German plant 
which our bombers destroy, in ultimate effect. 
The block-busters of the bombers, the blazing 
cannon of the fighters, the firm demands of our 
diplomatists, work toward the inexorable end: 
Death to the dying Luftwaffe. 
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A Decision for Religious Freedom 


Though by the narrow margin of'5 to 4, the 
United States Supreme Court, yesterday held to 
the basic American rule of separation of church 
and state when it decided that it is not the 
function of a court or jury to pass on the truth or 
falsity of religious tenets. 

The case at issue dealt only with a peculiar 
California cult known ag “I Am,” but the point 
raised, if upheld, might have brought a precedent 
applicable to religious faith in general. The 
leaders of this cult had been convicted on 
mail fraud charges.. They contended that the 
trial Judge erred in excluding evidence which 
they felt would prove their innocence: testimony 
to the effect that Jesus had shaken hands with 
members of the group. Various other fantastic 
claims were also said to have been made by the 
cultists. 

It would have been easy to say that a jury 
would be serving the public interest by examin- 
ing and disproving such preposterous claims, but 
the court majority pointed out that “if these 
doctrines are subject to trial before a jury 
charged with finding their truth or falsity, then 
the same can be done with the religious claims 
of any sect.” 50 the court reaffirms the right 
of every American to believe what he pleases, 
however strange his ideas may seem to his 
neighbors, with no restraints unless his prac- 
tices violate the law. This means freedom 
of religion—for fantastic and ephemeral cults as 
well as for the old established faiths, 
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Snags in Tax Simplification 


In working out the income tax simplification 
bill, the House Ways and Means Committee ran 
into difficulties which slowed up the process, 
The bill which was to have been ready for sub- 
mission to Congress weeks ago is only now tak- 
ing form. The delay has been due largely to 
the attempt to do away with the filing of com- 
plicated returns by taxpayers while continuing to 
collect as much or more revenue without impos- 
ing undue hardships. 

The committee thinks if has solved the major 
problems and has worked out a bill which will 
be acceptable. One feature will be an increase 
in the amount of tax to be withheld from the 
salaries and wages of employed persons, begin- 
ning next year. It should be understood that 
this is not an increase in taxation, but merely 
a change in the rate of collection so that at the 
end of the year the taxpayer will be fully paid 
up and will not be obliged to file a return. 

It is on thig device that the committee relies 
chiefly in its purpose to relieve some 30 million 
taxpayers of having to file returns. This would 
be not only a great convenience for the taxpay- 
ers, but also an economy in collection, 

One very difficult point in the problem is that 
of allowing credit for contributions to charities 
and educational and religious organizations, A 
blanket allowance that is too liberal might dis- 
courage actual contributions, to the serious harm 
of institutions, and too low a blanket allowance 
would be unfair to generous givers. The alter- 
native appears to be the filing of a return in 
which actual contributions are listed. This need 
not be a burden on the taxpayer if in other re- 
spects the form of return is simplified, 
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For a World Bill of Rights 
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Such a document is recommended by committees of faculties of 
many American colleges; one yet-unsolved problem is how it would 
be clarified as specific cases arose; another, how it would be en- 
forced; would mean voluntary surrender of some national rights. 


From Editorial Research Reports 


Something in the nature of an interna- 
tional Bill of Rights, as a step toward 
maintaining peace, has been recommended 
by committees representing the faculties 
of many American colleges. 

The faculty groups were more certain 


that an international Bill of Rights should . 


be promulgated than on how it could or 
should be enforced, As their position was 
made public, evidence multiplied that the 
United Nations, or the leaders among them, 
were preparing to revise the Atlantic Char- 
ter so as to make it more explicit, 


The exact contents of Bills of Rights 
seem to be less important than machinery 
for clarifying and enforcing them. In the 
United States the Supreme Court decides 
just what is and what is not covered by 
such phrases in the Bill of Rights in the 
Constitution as freedom of speech and of 
the press—the right to bear arms—unrea- 
sonable searches and seizures—due process 
of law—trial by impartial jury—excessive 
fines—cruel and unusual punishments. 


The Limits Upon Rights 


Obviously these phrases need definition 
and limitation, The right to free speech 
does. not cover inciting to mutiny in time 
of war, nor does the right of free press 
cover publication of military news of aid 
to the enemy. The right to bear arms is 
not infringed if a citizen is forbidden to 
have a pistol without permit. And death 
by hanging is not classified as “cruel” pun- 
ishment. 


The fifteenth amendment added to the 
guaranties in the first 10 amendments 
a ban on depriving any citizen of the right 
to vote because of his race or color, yet in 
many parts of the country citizens have 
long been unable to vote because they are 
Negroes. 

In the Constitutions of some Latin Amer- 
ican countries, Bills of Rights, patterned 
after the Bill of Rights in the United 
States Constitution, have become dead let- 


ters through a succession of dictatorships. 


Article X of the League of Nations Cove- 
nant in effect guaranteed to each member 
nation protection against external aggres- 
sion; the guaranty did not operate. 


The great difference between any Bill of 
Rights now proclaimed among nations and 
Bills of Rights within a nation is that the 
latter embody guaranties understood to ex- 
ist previously, whereas the former must be 
newly created, inasmuch as nations are 
traditionally a law unto themselves except 
for the system of customs called interna- 
tional law. 


Back to Magna Carta 


The Bill of Rights in the United States 
Constitution goes back to Bills of Rights 
previously adopted by Virginia and other 
states, These in turn derive from the Dec- 
laration of Rights adopted by the English 
Parliament in 1689 and the Petition of 
Right proclaimed by Parliament in 1628, 
and these in turn go back to Magna Carta. 

The English documents of 1689 and 1628 
embodied what was considered a contract- 
ual relationship previously existing between 
a king and hig subjects, and Magna Carta 
embodied the rights which a medieval king 
under the feudal system enjoyed and the 
duties he owed in relation to his barons, 
clergy and people. 

In contradistinction to these embodiments 
of obligations already owed, the nations of 
the world are voluntarily surrendering some 
of their rights when they pledge them- 
selves to full arbitration of all disputes 
with another country; when they enter into 
other treaty commitments with another na- 
tion; when they accept certain restrictions 
on their methods of waging war, as at the 
Hague conferences; when they renounce 
war as an instrument of national policy, 
as in the Kellogg-Briand pact; when they 
renounce territorial aggression, promise 
free access to raw materials and under- 
take to reduce armaments, as in the At- 
lantic Charter, 


Needed for the Legislature

This election year will be the first test 
of candidates for the Legislature since the 
$125-a-month pay was voted by the people. 
Considering that the pay continues whether 
or not the Legislature is in session, it 
should make a big difference. 


In the past, the party committees always 
had an excuse for their poorer candidates. 
How could the average man be expected 
to serve six months in Jefferson City al- 
most without pay? For the greater part 
of the long seasions, the legislators received 
only $1 aday. The old excuse carried some 
weight, but now the situation is changed. 

For years the Jackson County delegation 
has averaged better than the St. Louis dele- 
Usually it has included some fairly 
outstanding members, It made an excel- 
lent record in the last regular session. But 
a lot more can be done. The average qual- 
ity of the whole Legislature should go up 
with the next session, That can be accom- 
plished simply by strengthening it at the 
weakest spots. 

The 1945 session may be very important. 
If the revised Constitution is adopted by 


the voters, it must be implemented by laws 
passed by the next Legislature. It will be 
highly technical business calling for the 
best talent the State can find, 


The fact is, a Legislature always has an 
important job. The old slapdash attitude 
toward our lawmakers has been a disgrace 
to the State. Missouri laws can be no bet- 
ter than the men who make them. We 
can’t imagine what goes on in the minds 
of people who vote to send just anybody 
to the Legislature and then laugh at the 
result. 

Of course, war conditions will narrow 
the field of potential candidates this year, 
But there is still plenty of ability around 
Jackson County and the State. The people 
can tell something about the various polit- 
ical groups by the quality of their legis- 
lative candidates.

First Biography in 103 Years 
Of Great London Times Editor 


“Thomas Barnes of the Times,” a Biography by 
Derek Hudson, With Selections From His Critical 
Essays, Edited by Harold Child, (Onmibridge 
University Press, Cambridge.) 

Thomas Barnes, under whose editorship 
the Times of London grew great, is almost 
obscure to history, by his own design. 
His choice of oblivion was based upon 
his passionate conviction that the strength 
of a newspaper resided in “the mighty 
and mysterious we.” 

Barnes’ only book, 
traits,” wag published 
obituary in the Times was a two-line 
notice and made no mention that he had 
any connection with the paper. It is only 
now, 103 years after his death, that a 
biography has been published. 

At Barnes’ advent, English journalism 
was financed by Government bribery and 
various blackmail. His quarter-century of 
editorship was a constant struggle against 
“a host of political and professional cor- 
ruptors,” for “the instruction of the readers 
rather than their deception.”

and through it for English journalism; 
and made it, in the estimation of Peei,

“the most important man in the country,” 
in the opinion of Lord Lyndhurst. 

Barnes’ outstanding achievement was the 
development of the leader, or editorial, 
as it is called in the United States. The 
sobriquet, “The Thunderer,” was bestowed 
by the Morning Herald, which, seeing some 
pomposity in the Times’ explanation of 
why it had, In its own words, “thundered 
out” on a subject of little importance, 
twitted its competitor as “The Awful 
Monosyllable, otherwise The Thunderer— 
but more commonly called ‘The Blunder- 
rr 

Z3arnes dined with Turner and Thomas 
Moore, discussed poetry with Byron and 
Wordsworth and the early English drama- 
tists with Macaulay, argued Shakespeare 
with Charles Lamb, disputed with Hazlitt 
over Kean’s Tago, published the critical 
reviews of Thackeray and directed the 
clever political letters of Benjamin Dis- 
raeli. 


He gained 


Sir George Hayter painted him. Leigh 
Hunt, his closest friend, dedicated to him 
his “Descent of Liberty.” The editor of 
“that cunning old trout the Times, that 
ranting, canting, trimming old Times, that 
brazen old dog, the stupid Times, and 
the bloody old Times,” was immortalized 
by Praed in the witty quatrain: 

“He breathes his spell in a dark dark den, 
The Chancellor well knows where; 
His servants are devils, his wand is a pen, 
And his circle is Printing House 
Square.” 

Yet this man of transcendent accom- 
plishments was, for most of his life, so 
ill with asthma and rheumatism that, 
when he accepted the editorship, “so shat- 
tered did he appear in health that his 
friends almost shuddered at the attempt 
as suicidal.” Moreover, he was “the gin- 
drinkingest editor in London,” and addicted 
to the most outrageous hours—healthliess 
habita which he later brought under some 
control but never quite foreswore, 

As a critic, Barnes was often tediously 
moralistic; but the woman who lived with 
him as his wife for more than 20 years 
was never married to him, for her hus- 
band would not agree to a divorce. 

Barnes wrote with fury and wif? To 
Tord John Russell he wrote in the Times: 
“When he learns that you are the leader of 
the English House of Commons, our travel- 
er may begin to comprehend how the 
Egyptians worshipped an insect.” When-a 
gushing woman inquired whether he were 
fond of children, he replied: “Yes, ma’am;

He pointed out. that 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
regulations prohibit issuance of 
passes to public officials for inter- 
state travel, and he asserted the 
intrastate prohibition could be 
handled adequately by the Legis- 
lature and the Missouri Public 
Service Commission. 
Thomas C. Hennings 
Sr., St. Louis, chairman of a sub- 
committee which recommended 
that an effective provision be in- 
cluded in the new Constitution, 
|told the convention that the pres- 
ent section was weak because it 
was not self-enforcing, and that 
it did not cover passes obtained 
by public officials before they took 
office. 

The subcommittee section would 
have prevented railroads from 
honoring passes held by public of- 
ficials even if the passes had been 
issued before the recipient took 
office. This section was proposed 
as a substitute for the present con- 
stitutional provisions, and since it 
was defeated, the proposed new 
Constitution will be silent on this 
matter.

HE brilliantly successful aerial 
career of Capt. Don Gentile, 
leading ace of the European 
war theater, began by virtually 
“blackmailing” his . parents into 
letting him join the R. A, F. 

“IT had a choice,” Don disclosed 
with a broad grin, “of either sign- 
ing with the R. A. F, or standing 
by to be indueted into the United 
States Army via the draft.” His 
choice was obvious — and he 
coupled it with a promise to make 
the name of Gentile a household 
word. Don’s mother and father 
backed and filled—sending their 
20-year-old boy off to fight in the 
old country when America wasn’t 
even at war yet was hard on his 
parents. 

But Don had a lifelong record 
of getting his own way and after 
two weeks of cajoling, arguing, 
threatening and minor blackmail, 
papa Gentile sighed heavily, 
signed the papers, and did his 
best to comfort plump, doe-eyed 
Mrs. Gentile. 


Don’s conviction that the world 
is pretty much his oyster is 
backed by his personal history. 
When other kids in his home town 
—Piqua, O.—were getting their 
first car, usually a fourth or fifth 
hand model, Don was already fly- 
ing his own plane. He also had 
the use of the family car. He had 
a closetful of sports jackets, 
slacks, the prettiest girl in high 
school, and a flock of admiring 
contemporaries. 

If he didn’t shine in the class- 
room, which interested him not at 
all, he did star on the. football 
team which was regarded by him 
and his friends as vastly more im- 
portant. 

Only his inborn modesty and a 
certain gentleness inherited from 
his Italian forbears saved Don 
from being an obnoxious. charac- 
ter around his home town, He waa 
extremely popular with boys, shy 
with girls, and tactful with older 


people. 
He got anything he wanted from 
his parents but a level head and 
a pair of clear-sighted brown eyes 
kept him from being a “spoiled 
brat.” Don had a whopping big 
allowance and could tap his father 
for extra funds when needed, but 
he spent sensibly and saved wise- 
ly. Even as his first plane was 
bought with money saved on 
dates, Don's postwar plans are 
backed with some $8000 saved in 
three years overseas.

E seldom goes to London, he 
H picks his girl friends from 

those living in the vicinity of 
his air station, and unlike most 
fighter pilots he doesn’t think he 
should make merry today because 
tomorrow he might die, 

He went into the R. A. F, be- 
cause he was convinced that 
America eventually would be in 
the war and he wanted to fly with 
the United States Air Corps. The 
United States Air Corps rule that 
npplicants must have two years 
of college was a stumbling block 
Don had to kick aside by joining 
the R. A. F. and then transferring 
to the United States Air Force 
when the time came, 

“TI pot awell training in the 
R. A. F, and my flight Neutenant’s 
commission was right there when 
the Eagle Squadron was trane- 
ferred to the American Air Force,” 
Don explained. 

“Originally, I had planned to go 
to college for two years and then 
either join the Air Force or fin- 
ish school and get a_ football 


‘coaching job. But I knew that 


we'd be in the war, that I’d be 
drafted before I got in two years 
of college, so in the summer of 
1941 I wrote a certain party in 
Canada and started the ball roll- 
ing for a spot in the R. A. F.” 

Don began to look like good 
fighter material almost immedi- 
ately. The R. A. F. sent him to 
refresher school in California and 
there he startled his instructors 
by handling a Hurricane fighter 
with the greatest of ease the first 
time out. 

“Boy, it felt wonderful to fly a 
high-powered plane at last;” Don 
recalls. “I felt I had really ac- 
complished something.” 

Within two menths, Don was 
pronounced finished and ready for 
active duty overseas by both the 
school and R. A, F. inspectors.

Resplendent in his new uniform 
with R. A. F. wings, Don wangled 
a couple of days’ leave at home 
before having to report at Ottawa. 
His promise to make his family 
proud of him and to blazon their 
name across the country began to 
take form. Mrs. Gentile wept with 
pride at the sight of her dark, 
handsome son in his R. A. F. 
blue. Papa Gentile immediately 
whisked him off to the photog- 
rapher to have their picture taken 
together. Don still carries that 
picture in his wallet along with 
one of his mother and sister 
Edith, in a pink sweater. Papa 
Gentile’s pride blazes out of that 


photo. 
T duly impressed, Don’s school- 

mates admiring and perhaps a 
bit envious, During his two-day 
visit, Don definitely became a 
household word in Piqua, a life- 
fize hero to the entire population 
of 20,000, Typically, Don took his 
arrival in war-locked England in 
his astride and suffered more from 
eagnerness to get going-to get 
into combat-——than from homesick- 
ness. 

“It’s only comparatively recent- 
ly that I’ve begun to miss things,” 
he told me; “you know, things like 
gathering at the corner drug store 
on a hot June night, family reun- 
ions with lots of spaghetti and 
plenty of music, stage shows in 
Dayton, dances in the high school 
gym, etc, I could use a lot of 
that kinda stuff now.” 

Don's mother, sister and best 
girl—Margie Dill—write him reg- 
ularly, giving him the latest news

HE townsfolk of Piqua were 


and gossip, but Don would like to - 


go home for a month or two, “get 
a lot of home town stored up in- 
side me again and then come back 
to do some more fighting.” 

Don is a cool, matured man at 
23 who regards flying as a busi- 
ness and fighting as a technique 
to be studied and learned, not 
groped for or arrived at by trial 
and error. His emotions do not 
need to be kept under a tight rein, 
because they have always been 
well disciplined, 

In three years of combat he 
never had the “whimwhamas or jit- 
ters,” never had to be sent to a 
“flak farm,” the rest home for 
battle-worn, jittery flyers. Tight- 
ened nerves and tension show 
arourd his eyes, in the hollows of 
his cheeks, and the lines around 
his firm mouth, but he ridicules 
the idea that he is overdue for a 
layoff and ahould not fly in com- 
bat for several months. 

On Don's side of the argument 
is his excellent physical condition. 
Standing 5 feet 11, he weighs 190 
pounds of lean, hard-muscled 
health, He sleeps soundly 10 
hours a night, eats well, always 
walks rather than ride in the jeep 
at his disposal. 

He seems much slighter than 
he actually is, because he is so 
well-proportioned and solidly- 
built. A wandering movie scout 
who spotted him in a newsreel of- 
fered him a screen test movie 
contract but Don’s not having any 


of “that stuff—at least not while 


there’s a war on.” 

Like most young Americans 
whose courage and ability have 
caused Hitler many a headache, 
Don is almost inarticulete when 
asked questions about himself. 
On the other hand, he waxes truly 
loquacious over the exploits of his 
fellow flyers and such _ special 
heroes of his as Col. J. M. 
Blakeslee, his commanding officer 
who also used to be with the 
Kagle squadron. Don has trouble 


too expressing his thoughts about 
life, which the war has more or 
less closed off from his con- 
sciousness. 

After a mission, Don looks al- 
most twice his real age, and his 
voice is that of a much older man. 
But when he tries to explain why 
he feels grateful to the country 
of his birth, how he knows that 
“every man can be his own boss 
in America if he wants to be,” 
his voice is that of an uncertain 
young boy. 

Don is not very certain just 
what category his political con- 
victions fall into—‘“I’ve never 
voted, you see, because I was 
only 20 when I left the States.” 

A friendly, amiable young man, 
Don has nevertheless formed no 
close friendships since his room- 
mate, Steve Pissanos, “got his” on 
a mission more than a month ago. 
The colorful, eloquent little Greek 
boy and the quiet, thoughtful 
Italian-American kid from Ohio 
had been inseparable, 

“Steve was just the opposite 
from me,” Don aaid, “He was full 
of vinegar, always talking, laugh- 
ing and atirring up something 
around here, I guess one of the 
things that made us s0 close in 
spite of the difference between 
us was that we both had old 
country backgrounds and thought 
America the finest place on earth. 
Also, we both put flying above 
everything else.” 

After Steve went down, Don 
was lost, but combat-teaming with 
Lt. Johnny Godfrey of Woonsock- 
ett, R. I. gradually grew into a 
ground friendship as well. 

“IT suppose you might call 
Johnny my closest friend around 
here,” Don said, “but losing Steve 
was an awful shock and I decided 
I better not get too attached to 
anyone in this game.”

HETHER Don realizes it or 
Wrvce his best friends and great- 

est admirers are his ground 
crew men who idolize both the 
pilot and his plane, slave through 
the night on the ship he is sched- 
uled to take off in the morning on 
a mission, 

As one of the most conscientious 
pilots at this fighter station, Don 
not only checks his own plane but 
those of his squadron and follows 
all the rules and regulations to 
the letter, 

If weather calls a halt to opera- 
tions, Don atill gets up at 7 a. m. 
or earlier, goes to his dispersal 
shack, and checks on his plane 
equipment, reads and studies the 
combat intelligence reports avidly. 


He seldom stops at the bar for 
a beer with the rest of the flyers 
before lunch, eats as quickly as 
possible, and goes back to work. 
For relaxation, he reads books 
about flying and flyers—his favor- 
ite is World War I ace Eddie 
Rickenbacker. 

"I don’t know him at all—just 
met him at one of those official 
mass performances once—but, boy, 
he sure could fly,” Don said. 

Born on December 6, 23 years 
ago, Don was a big baby, weighed 
13% pounds, and was pledged by 
hig grateful, humble parents to 
“grow up to be a good American 
citizen.” 

“T don’t think I’ve done enough 
as yet,’ Don solemnly says, “and 
that’s why I’m not quite ready yet 
to go home.”

‘ 6 ARMEN JONES,” the Broadway hit which combines the 
C direction of Billy Rose, the book of Oscar Hammerstein 
II and the music of Bizet’s opera “Carmen,” appears 
this week in a new Decca album of six 12-inch records, the 
largest book thus far in Decca’s “original cast” series. The 
“Carmen” music, with “not a single word changed,” spiced by 
new Hammerstein lyrics are smoothly and pleasantly handled 
by the show's all-Negro cast, orchestra directed by Joseph Lit- 
tau and chorus under the baton of Robert Shaw. The opera's 
Spanish setting becomes a Southern defense town—but for the 
story of the play Decca supplies a booklet with each album.

THE OPERA’S songs have new names, as does the show’s 
cast. Luther Saxon, the hero Joe, who has never taken voice 
lessons and who was working in a shipyard before joining the 
show, displays a fine voice on “Dis Flower” (Flower Song).

The Causes 
Of Jaundice 
Not Certain

ESIDES lumbago, which we 
B discussed yesterday, there is 

another epidemic that has a 
tendency to come along in the 
late spring or summer—and that 
is catarrhal jaundice, or plain yel- 
low jaundice. It is a mild enough 
disease, but is likely to scare the 
daylights out of the inexperienced 
victim who looks in the mirror 
some morning after a kind of rest- 
less night and (finds himself 
turned a bright greenish-yellow. 

But you can’t scare Grandma: 
she has seen it before: she knows 
it’s just the yellow janders and it 
will probably be good for him be- 
cause he will stay home and do 
the chores instead of pgadding 
about courting. You can’t court 
successfuly when you are the col- 
or of an overripe orange. 

Just what the cause of it is no 
one can be sure. It is evidently an 
infection of some sort and it is 
likely to be epidemic. “Something 
you et, no doubt,” is about as sci- 
entific an explanation of causa- 
tion as any other. 

In the case of lumbago we 
guessed that the virus got in the 


body either through the nose, 
mouth, lungs (respiratory chan- 
nels of entrance), or through the 
digestive tract,

IN THE CASE OF jaundice we 
can be pretty sure it gets in 
through the digestive system, It 
manage to pass the watchdogs 
of the stomach juices which kill 
off most infections, and getting 
out into the small intestines se- 
lects the bile ducts by one of those 
mysterious affinities of which 
Nature gives sO many examples 
and worms its way up the bile 
channels all through the liver. 
The lining cells of the bile chan- 
nels probably swell up and even- 
tually desquamate in a catarrh 
(that is why it is called catarrhal 
jaundice), but while they are sawol- 
len up they do not extract the 
bile from the liver cells around 
them and that dams back in the 
blood and shows up as the yellow 
discoloration in the skin we call 
jaundice, 

There is always a preliminary 
period before the jaundice shows 
up, during which the victim feels 
sort of like a combination of hav- 
ing a house fall on him and hav- 
ing swallowed a couple of sewers. 
He has a little fever and oh, 
boy! is he nauseated, and he has 
a bad taste in his mouth that 
is the bad taste to end all bad 
tastes. Some inspired member of 
the household may aver that he is 
bilious and when the bile shows up 
in the skin this is confirmed. After 
the jaundice does show up the fe- 
ver, nausea and prostration go 
away and the bother is with an- 
other symptom—itching. Why bile 
in the skin makes it itch I have 
never heard explained, but it does.

The best treatment is probably 
the judicious use of good old Ep- 
som salts. Here is where they find 
their supreme usefulness. They 
should be taken well diluted with 
plenty of water in the morning at 
Jeast half an hour before break- 
fast, and again before lunch and 
supper until the jaundice begins 
to abate, then reduce to just the 
morning dose. The diet should be 
bland—milk and toast, cereals and 
fruits, and some chopped lean 
meat, and plenty of sugar in the 
coffee. Fats are generally advised 
to be avoided. 

There are a good many kinds 
of jaundice and it is not well to 
mistake this one for something 
else on the basis of self-diagnosis, 


This epidemic type is painless, 
which diatinguishes it from gall 
atones. The condition was first 
described by Dr. Weil, of Heidel- 


berg, in 1886. Of late some pseudo- 
scientific persons have hung the 
name on a form of jaundice 
caused by a spirochaete which is 
spread by rats and has a death 
rate of 10 per cent. But this is not 
Weil's disease at all, according to 
any reasonable interpretation of 
his original articles. All Weil’s 
cases got well, and he never men- 
tioned, or perhaps ever heard of, 
leptospira. So if anyone tells you 
when you have plain, common, 
yellow jaundice that it is dan- 
gerous because it is Weil’s dis- 
ease, don’t worry—‘“A little learn- 
ing is a dangerous thing.”

After lunch 
we saw some movies of one of our 
carriers, and then they stayed on 
for another movie and a visit 
through the White House rooms. 

I went out a little before four, 
to receive with Mrs. Robert Pat- 
terson at a tea which the “jangos” 


gave in her house: for the WAC 
officers in Washington. You might 
like to know about the jangon, 
Those letters atand for Junior 


Army-Navy Guild Organization. 
These are the wives and daughters 
of junior officers and they have 
banded themselves together to do 
a great variety of war work, help- 
ing the hospitals here and filling 
in wherever they see a chance for 
being useful. They are young 
women with families, and there- 
fore they are not able to do full 
time jobs. But they keep usefully 
busy. 

The tea yesterday was a great 
success, and they did all the work 
of looking after the guests and 
seeing that they were fed and 
made to feel at home. 

Afterwards, I stopped to see an 
exhibition of paintings by Miss 
Alice Barney at*the Arts Club, and 
then went to the foundry Metho- 
dist church and met with a group 
of their. young people. 

We had a rather late supper, 
after which we were shown the 
Army movie, “The Negro Soldier 
in the War.” It is a very moving 
record of achievement, and I hope 
the Negro soldiers will feel that 
it is a recognition of their out- 
standing service. It should bring 
one very evident fact home ‘to all 
of us—the fact that this war is 
fought by all Americans and not 
by any group of them, and that 
it will be better fought if we fight 
it together as Americans and not 
as divided groups, 

At noon today, I went to the 
woman's National Democratic 
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Club to speak on the Caribbean 
trip. 

I am so glad to be able to agree 
with Mr. Pegler on something he 
wrote in his column which ap- 
peared here on March 24th. I 
heartily agree with him that in

Contract

PLAYER can rightly feel that 
A he is unlucky when his hold- 
ing is such that he is “end 
played” at the second trick. For 
example: 
East, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable,

The bidding: 
Fast South West North 
3diamonds 4spades Pass 6 spades

West opened the diamond three; 
East won—and there he was, 
stuck! Any return figured to give 


the enemy a trick, quite possibly 
the vital trick. 


Making the best of a bad situ- 


ation, East returned a low club, 
(A diamond or a heart return 
would have made the hand a 
cinch for the declarer.) The jack 


won and South then ran off every 
trump, carefully discarding two 
hearts from dummy. East, mean- 
while, found the matter of dis- 
carding more difficult. He still 
had to keep a guard for his club 
king, otherwise declarer could cash 
both the ace and queen, and this 
meant that East had to let_go 
one of his precious hearts. De- 


- clarer, who had long since deter- 


mined to play East for the heart 
queen as well as the club king, 


now led a low heart to the king 
and returned the heart jack. He 
was exceptionally fortunate’ in 


that East had held, not only the 
heart queen but the 10 as well, 
and that now the ace and nine of 
hearts were good for the fulfill- 
ing tricks. 

Actually, on the basis of “per- 
centages” declarer had a better 
chance to find the heart queen 
with two other hearts in West's 
hand, but it is somewhat embar- 
rassing to criticize his choice in 
view of the result. 
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
